DO ANIMALS REASON? 
SS en 
INTEHESTING OPINIONS OF: SCIENTISTS. 


In the Windsor Magasine the ever-interest- 
ing question, “Do Animals Reason?” is the 
subject of an article ‘by Charles F. Branch,. 
who describes the work by M. Pierre Hachet- 
Souplet and his fellow scientists in the Insti- 
tute of Zoological Psychology, which has been, 
founded: in Paris and is supported by the 
Government, 

An ingenious explanation of the mystery 


of bird migration is given: 


_ The faculty of direction demonstrated by the 


courier pigeon and migatory birds has recently 


beab.gccupying his attention, and the results 
of his experiments lead to the conclusion that 
there is no extra sense in birds that enables 
them to find their way over long distances, but 
their visual organs are wonderfully developed, 
and their memories most retentive. One re- 
markable hypothesis advanced to account for 
the ability of birds to find their way over long 
distances, suggested that thay did so by recog- 
nising on their return voyage from any place 
the varying currents of air magnetic and atmos- 
pheric, encountered by them on the outward 


trip, 

Pn other words, they felt their way remem- 
bering one current after another in the re- 
versed order to which they had previously 
Spenaneet them. 

. Hachet-Souplet proved, by a simple and 
convincing experiment, that cats exercise rea- 


.son,*He caused a cat ta open a cage, as ex. 


plained in the f llowing experiment: - 

M. Hachet-Souplet, when I visited him re- 
gantlhs produced a cage and a cat for my bene: 
fit. Inside the former, which was of wood with 
a wire door at the front, he placed food’ for the 
cat, and fastened the door with a button, The 
agimal's instinct would be manifested by her 
desire to get at the food, her intelligence de- 
monstrated by her efforts to open the door of 
the cage rather than springing through the wire. 
The cat immediately opened the door and se- 
cured her reward. 

She had done s0 before, so I suggested to M, 
Hachet-Souplet that the buiton fastening the 
door should be further attached to the wire 
front with a loop of string, so that the cat could 
not open the door by merely pressing the but- 
ton dawn, It was done, and then the cat stood 
on her hind legs before the cage vainly trying 
to paw the button down. That the animal was 
surprised, it was easy to sec. She studied the 
door minutely, then walked around the cage 
mewing, jumped to our feet and purrad against 
our legs, then ascended again to the cage, 
pawed the string loop off the button, and so 
opened the door and entered to eat her meal. 
This was an untehearsed demonstration of 
intelligence, 

Another interesting experiment shows the 
lion to possess a high degree of intellect. A 
box containing meat was placed with the tion, 
and this is what happened; 

After a while he slowly approached it, sniffed 
all arondd it, and, convincing himself of the 
existence of something good inside, manifested 
a lively desire to secure it—ingtinct. He ex- 
amined the box all round with the closet at- 
tention, and, instead of attempting to break the 


-wood,-took-the-lid-between-his.teeth.and lifted |. 


it slowly up-intelligence. And he Sifted it 
until itdropped to the other side, then took the 
meat that was waiting in the box for him, All 
those movements were executed by the animal 
without haste, but with deliberate precision, 
This test tasted three minutes, and was carried 


out before myself and sevoral assistante of the 
Jardin des Plantes,

FORT ARTHUR,

The continued success of the Japanese 
arms against General Kuropatkin and his 
forces in the interior, leaves littke room for 
doubt ay to the ultimate fate of Port 
Arthur, and the redoubtable General Stossel, 
optimistic though he be, must ere now have 
realised the utter hopelessness of the defence. 
The admirable strategy hitherto displayed 
by the Japanese makes the possibility of 
relief a mere chimera, and the downfall of 
the citadel, accompanied as it will be by the 
complete humiliation of Russia, is now a 
question of days only. It is too early to con- 
jure with the probable consequences of the 
anticipated success, but it is safe to predict 
a check to Russian aggression, benelicial to 
theuniverse. ‘That the place is being stout- 
ly defended goes without saying, General 
Stossel has in his command the troops that 
fought so valiantly at the relief of Tientsin, 
and in the subsequent operations connected 
with the relief of Peking, With these men 
are associated oflicers whose fighting con- 
duct in the tyoo campaign elicited nothing 
but favourable comment, and they are not 
likely to submit without a desperate struggle. 
Kussians are generally credited with a pro- 
pensity lu prevarication that little reliance 
can be placed on their statements concerning 
the number of troops defending the besieged

It is alleged 
that at the battle of Yangtsun a battery 
came into action, and actually fired so short 
that shells burst in the ranks of the British 
and Americans, whose advance they were 
assisting to cover.

A VOCAL CURIOSITY, 
- 

Dr, Laloy describes in /.a Nature (Paris) a 
curous circumstance in conreciion with the 
human voice. He says, in effect, thal we 
never hear our own voices is other people 
hear them :— 

‘Ifa person records on a phonograph a few 


sentences pronounced by himself, tagether with’ 


others by his friends, and causes the machine 
to reproduce these at the end of a brief periad, 
it geuerally happens that he easily recognises 
his friends’ voice, but not his own. On the 
other band, the friends recognise his voice per- 
fectly, This singular fact proves that every one 
hears his own voice differently from others. 

At must be-remembered that one hears his 
awn voice not only through the air, as do his 
auditors, but across the solid parts situated 
between the organs of speech and those of 
hearing. The sound thus produced has a 
different éémdre from that conducted to the ear 
by air alone. 

We may show this as follows :—Take the 
end ofa wooden rod between the teeth and 
pronounce a vowel continuously. Let the other 
end be alternately taken between the teeth and 
teleased by another person, wh» at the same 
time stops his ears. The latter will find ‘that 
every time he seizes the rod in his teeth, the 
‘sound becomes stronger than when it reaches 
his ear through air alone, uot as a different

‘PAGING TRE RUSSIANS. : 


‘° + HEROES PROUD TO DIR,. 


In Tokio one sees little to indicate that the 
nation is at war, One hears little regarding the 


avar, except when the mails ‘come from home. 


Now and then titre is a Mutter of excitement, a 

lantern procession in which thousands march, 
wave paper transparencies, all aglow, and shout 
“panzais" Now-and agnin a few flags are dis- 


played, more often to commemorate some: 


festival then to celebrate a victory, Tokiois 
too far from London to be greatly in touch with 
the war. Yet, if {look beneath the veneer of 
stolidness I see many incidents which tell mate 
tales of war and what it involves. Such anin- 
cident ‘I saw a few days ago at Kawasaki, 
Though buta quiet little village ofsmall houses, 
thatched with rice stalls, Kawasaki is famous, 
All Japan knows that the temple of Kobo Dai- 
shi is there, and every month thousands visit it 
to clap their hands and pray before its images. 
Every Buddhist in Japan knows that the saint- 
ed abbot, who carved the great “ Jizo” in the 
block of andesite on the way to Hakone, hewed 
his image from a block of wood and cast it into 
the sea from ‘China's shores. Every seeker 
after the light knows how the fishermen of 
Kawasaki found the image adrift on the face of 
the waters when cast ng their nets and brought 
itto the village to work wondrous miracles there, 
Therefore they builtatemple, and pilgrims come 
yet from distant villages to visit the holy place, 
Behind the village, whose open-fronted houses 
face the sea, as the homes of seafarers ever do, 
are miles of rice fields, square on square, as far 
as the eye can see. 
‘FUNERAL WITHOUT A CORPSE. 

On one of the by-paths I saw, early this 
month, a quaint little procession, a’funeral party 
going through the paddy fields, as yet little 
more than squares of flooded ooze, towards the 
nated temple at Kawasaki, A few men, bare- 
leyged and with common “haor” ane coals 
marked with the ideographs peculiar to fisher- 
men, carried a ridge-roofed box of unpaint- 
ed wood. Others preceded them, carryiag 
whitelanterns, ‘Some followed with flags, long 
banners of white with rows of black characters 
inthe “katikana” of the commoner, not the 
more compact Chinese character of the men of 
Indistinctly I heard a bronze gong 
sounding over the fie'ds from the temple that 
was almost hidden in a grove of trees trained 
in the shape of junks, for this is a sailor's 
temple. The “plum rain”"—May rains are 
ever known as the “plum rains,"—fell heavily 
the patlis Were wet and muddy. ‘There was 10 
need of prayers for rain this season and no 
occasion for journeys to.carry water from the 
sacred lakes of Harume Mounta'n, [ut the 
processionists did not heed the downpour, 
Few carried ubrellas. They had marched 
(or miles on winding paths, in deep mud, from 
the village of Tsurumi farther up the bay, 
bound for the temple of the seafarers to invoke 
the gods to care for the manes of a sailor, now 
translated and on the mystic way. The coffin- 
carriers held a light burden, for no corpse was 
within the box. It was a funeral without a 
corpse. At the temple the shaven priest of 
Buddha recited prayers over the “ kan-oke 
(the coffin-box), and he performed all the rites 
of Buddahood as though the body of the dead 
were in the coffin, which looked like a tiny 
house. Then the bearers carried ‘it away far 
over the fields back to the village of Tsurumi, 
where in a new-made grave they laid an empty 
box. And the obsequies of Kokichi Uyeno- 
yama, the stoker, were complete. : 

“BOTTLING UP” PORT ARTHUR, 

That night in an aity home of paper screens 
beneath an overhanging thatch at Tsurumi I 
heard the tale of how the stoker died from 
Ichijiro, his elder brother, whose face beamed 
with pleasure because of Kokichi’s end. He 
told me with pride the stoty he heard trom an 
officer of the Imperial Fleet who had returned 
to Sasebo. In retelling the tale { omit the odd 
idioms, the peculiar mannerisms of speech, but 


me through an interpreter, on the matted floor 
in the house of Uyenoyama at Tsurumi. 

“My brother was of the blockading expedi- 
tion at Port Arthur which succeeded,” said 
Ichijiro, the first son of Sho Uyenoyama, the 
fisherman. * He is dead, but we are proud, for 
he died with his face tothe enemy, doing his 
duty. Thousands sought to take part in the 
expedition. My brother had the good fortune 
to be qhosen. They lef. a certain place on 
May 2 in nine steamers escorted by torpedo- 
boats. Bands played and men cheered, shout- 
ing ‘bantai’ as they sailed. The weather 
was fine. My brother was a stoker on the 
steamer Afikawa sraru, which was, with the 
other steamers, to block the harbour at Port 
Arthur. All were old steamers and were filled 
with’ stones and cement, so that they would 
soon be solid when sunk. 

“On the night after they left the sea became 
very rough, a strong gale blew and the sea ran 
high The commander signalled ta the vessels 
to abandon the attempt, but they were separated 
and failed to see the signal lights, for the night 
was very dask. All ‘went on, as planned to- 
ward Port Arthur. The enemy was prepared, 
and when the Afitewa Maru was four miles 
from the harbour mouth the lights flashed on 
her and a heavy fire from guns mounted on 
the low ground at the harbour-enirance, on 
either side, swept about her. The sailors say- 
that the shells weie so thick that it was like 
rain, with bullets for raindrops, But the brave 
sailors did not heed. They went on, fearing 
not death, right into the mestsan far up the 
channel. 

“The steamer was siruck im many places, 
but did not sink, She did not go down until 
the explosives on board were fired. The crew 
left her in two boats, facing a heavy fire and 
swept.by big waves, The other steamers -had 
not reached the channel. ‘Some never reached 
it, being sunk by mines, The Totomd Maru 
she.once carried the fishermen to Bighalien— 
dashed against booms placed at the. entrance, 
and was.injured, but did not ‘sink antil she 
reache!

Some were taken prisoners, Their 
friends will be very sorry, The'other boat's 
crew fiom the dfitawa Jsare was rescued. 
‘The sailors had been unable to attract the wait 
ing totyedo cralt because the signalling ap- 
-paratus was destroyed, but they sang war- 
songs, and the rescuers beard them, My 
brother was not saved,” 

Ichijiro concluded with pride, It pleased 
him that his brother bad net bees saved, It 
was a great honour that h d befallen the house 
of Uyenoyama in that the stoker had not been 
rescucd. Bul, that his manes angbt be well 
received, the family had given of its savings to 
the priests of Kawasaki and had carried the 
‘caffin to have the mystic words that Buddha 
taught said over it at the temple of Kobo 
Daishi.—Zx. .
